Stituency, in evidence, said that he was one 
of the speakers at the meeting. Shortly 
after the meeting began there were a number 
of interruptions, Stones and bricks were 
thrown at the speakeis, He recognised the 
accused man standing at the platform shortly 
before he began to speak, and during the 
course of his speech "se noticed him twice 
standing at the platform. In his opinion, 
Hartnett could not possibly have got to the 
place in O'Connell street where the offence 
was alleged to have taken place owing to 
the size of the crowd. They had arranged 
for a special guard to get. the speakers away 
from the crowd, and Hartnett was a member 
of that guard. He had not seen the accused 
man from that time until he saw him in the 
dock, and he recognised hin, particularly by 
his hair. 

Evidence was then given by four members 
of the A.C.A. to the effect. that they were 
with Hartnett during the meeting, and that 
he could not have strack Flanagan. 

Questioned hy Mr Haugh, they declared 
that they had neither sticks nor firearms. 


RIGHT OF FREE SPEECH. 

Mr. Little said that one important aspect 
of the case was the hair of the accused 
man. Mr. Byrne had said that he identified 
Hartnett by his hair, but he was not sure 
that Flanagan did not also recognise him by 
his hair, Another important aspect was the 
right of free speech on the highway. It 
was unknown in other countries to have 
meetings in the main streets of the city, and 
the provision of places for the holding of 
such meetings as were held in Dublin sn 
Sunday had been neglected by the present 
and by past Irish Governments.

NEW ISSUES BAN RELAXED. 

Though no official statement has been made 
on the subject, issuing houses in London are 
aware that trustee issues may be made rather 
more freely in the future than in the past 
few months. Nominally, nO restriction has 
existed, but issuing houses intending to make 
an offer of securities in the gilt-edged class 
have, since October 1, been required to in. 
form the Bank of England, so that a date 
can be arranged to avoid congestion. Up to 
the end of December it was. in practice, 
impossible to arrange any date, except in 
a Jew exceptional cases. “ Now, however, it 
is understood that dates are being arranged 
for several corporation issues. The control of 
the Bank thus continues, arid will, it is 
believed, be strictly enforced. But, subject 
to this control, the market is open for trustee 
issues, instead of being closed.

HIGH RECOGNITION. 


_ On the occasion of the admission by Dr. T. 
Gillman Moorhead, President, of Dr. Stephen- 
son to the Honorary Fellowship, of the Royal 
College of Physicians of Ireland, the Regis- 
trar, introducing Dr. Stephenson, said ;—‘‘ I 
have now to present to you for our purple a 
worthy son of our own House, who has 
brought honour and lustre to his Alma Mater 
by the work which he has done for our 
country. 

“Members of our fraternity have ever 
viewed their obligations from three aspects-— 
their duty to the science of medicine, their 
duty towards the individual patient, and their 
duty towards the community. In this 
country for many years there was little scope 
for the physician to practise his duty towards 
the community. In the paths of science and 
of practice our forefathers ever occupied high 
places, but the study of public health lagged 
sadly behind, and so unfruitful was its pur- 
suit that few were found to take part in it. 
lt was, however, a great calling, and. one 
which was bound to enlist the sympathies of 
our best men when once the possibility cf 
its proper cultivation was laid open for them. 

“ Fortunately, when that time came with 
the birth of our new State there was as 
Chief Medical Office of the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health one 
who, by his knowledge and skill and by: his 
intimate acquaintance with the needs of the 
veople and the profession, was peculiarly 

tted to put forward wise schemes for the 
furtherance of the public health. 

“The task was difficult, but with resistless 
persistence the plans of the Chief Medical 
Officer were pressed forward, and now both 
the country and the profession tender to him 
their grateful thanks.” 


FAR-REACHING SCHEME, 


All the essential health services, preventive 
and curative, are now assembled. under the 
Department. of Local Government and 
Public Health, which was established by the 
Ministers and Secretaries. Act in 1924, and 
took over the functions of the Department 
of Local Government, which in 1922 had 
taken the place of the old Local Government 
Board. he Local Government Act; 1925, 
defined the duties of the Minister in regard 
to public health, abolished rural district 
councils, and made mandatory the appoint- 
ment by County Councils of whole-time 
Medical Officers of Health. 

The frish Free State now comprises four 
County Boroughs and twenty-seven adminis- 
trative county areas, with sixty-six urhan 
districts, At the passing of the Act of 1925, 
with the ‘exception of Dublin County 
Borough, -there was no whole-time Medical 
Office of Health in the Irish Free State. 
The proposal to establish a new service with 
whole-time oflicials was riot received with 
enthusiasm. The magnitude of the problem 
and the vagueness ot its devélopments, as 


the attention which was now being focussed 
on them had not liad a pernicious influence. 
A degree of casualness, of cold neglect, of 
matter-of-factness was often a most salutary 
form of treatment, so long as they had a 
good knowledge of the person with whom 
they were dealing. 


STANDARDS OF HOME LIFE. 

The change in the life of the people, both 
during and since the war years, must have 
had a certain influence, perhaps, not in pro- 
ducing,; but in increasing the number of 


and unstable. In consequence, there was a 
lack of independence, self-reliance, responsi- 
buitv and initiative. Such a problem was 
closely linked up with the urbanisation of 
the population. Crowded living conditions, 
women being wage-earners as well as men, 


a part, and had produced a different standard 
of home life. There seemed almost too much 
striving for the glittering prizes, producing 
often a telling strain and a false situation, 
which could not be lived up to. 

From the family point of view, the blame 
was. sometimes centred on the parents, but 
he.thought this was not deserved.

“I have a great deal of sympathy with the 
schoolmaster,’’ said Professor Henderson, 
‘“but I wish he had a good psychological 
insight and the intuition of the one who, when 
asked to give his opinion of a certain boy, re- 
plied: ‘Dull, but: steady; would make a 
good parent.’ ''

REPLY TO MR. NORTON. 


Appealing for national unity in this 
crisis, he said that Ireland needed every 
class and section in the community.

STATEMENT, 


DESIRE FOR FRIENDLY 
RELATIONS. 


From Our Reporter. 
LETTERKENNY, Thursday. 
LECTIONEERING in the far-flung 
County of Donegal is arduous work 
at the best of times, and President de 
Valera, who has had four meetings. to 
address to-day at such widely scattered 
points as Glenties, Ballybofey, Bally- 
shannon and Letterkenny, has had to face 
damp and wintry weather. His itinerary 
to-day covered over a hundred and twenty 
miles, and the pressure was such that for 
the later meetings. he was hours behind 
his schedule. The meetings, however, have 
been well attended. 

At Letterkenny, where he has made 
frequent appearances in recent years, Mr. 
de Valera was received with bands and 
torchlights. As the meeting was about to 
start, there was a momentary panic, and 
hundreds of people scattered sorenwie in 
all directions, when one of the torchlights, 
containing blazing paraffin, “was upset 
immediately in front of the platform; and 
a huge flame puffed out amongst the 
crowd. In the rush as the crowd scattered, 
other torchlights were upset on the ground, 
and men dashed forward trying to stamp 
out numerous miniature bonfires, A youth 
named Deeny was seriously injured about 
the head and face and was detained in 
hospital, while several other people were 
treated for minor injuries. 

Order at the meeting was quickly re- 
stored after an appeal by Mr. de Valera. 

In his speeches to-day President de 
Valera, inspired, no doubt, by the 
proximity of the border, has made a strong 
feature of that issue. 

At Glenties Mr. de Valera said that the 
way to re-unite the Irish people was for 
those in the twenty-six counties to make 
certain that they were moving ahead. “' If 
we win in our right flank,’’ he said, “ we 
can go to the relief of the left flank. We 
want the Irish people to realise that we 
never consented to partition during the 
whole period were in negotiations with 
Mr. Lloyd George. That was my objec- 
tion to the Treaty.”’ 

At Letterkenny Mr. de Valera asked was 
there any Irishman, at home or beyond the 
seas, who believed that the Irish question 
was settled as long as Ireland was 
partitioned? No Irishman was ever 
going to be satisfied and feel that the end 
had come and that he could rest in his 
national work, so long as six counties were 
cut off from the motherland. It might 
be difficult to find a solution, but one 
thing they could do was to state that they 
would never be satisfied so long as the 
country was partitioned. 


UNITY VITAL TO 
SETTLEMENT. 


“ there is to be a final settlement 
between this country and Britain, ' he said, 
‘‘ it must involve the unity of our country. 
Why have I been fighting with Britain? 
Is it due to enmity for Britain? Not 
a bit of it. It-is due to the fact that our 
people are entitled to get their rights—no 
ople has any right to interfere. 
Every thi king man of the two islands 
should feel|that it is a pity that we should 
be wasting energy fighting each other. It 
would be better if we conld live side by 
side as friendly neighbours; but how is 
it possible for two people to live as neigh- 
bours if one is gomg to trespass on the 
ground of the other? 
“ We are anxious to be at peace with 
Britain, and peace can be settled on fair 
terms, but only on terms of eyuality and 
recognition of the right of this people to 
govern themselves as they wish.”’ 


A PEACEFUL RECORD. 


At the last election, Mr. de Valera said, 
many of the peopie had misgivings, be- 
cause the Fianna Fail Party were repre- 
sented as mad, wild people, who could be 
trusted to do nothing. ‘‘ Men who were 
formerly members of my Cabinet,”’ he 
said, “ began to talk as if we had not 
experience and were just youngsters, who 
never had begun to think of these things. 
Many o f our people became really 
anxious, but we have had ten months 
of office, and I do not think we have 
behaved .as irresponsible people. We 
were supposed to be so irresponsible 
that if we were put into office there would 
be no Eucharistic Congress. It was. said 
that this country was in the grip of a 
Communist group, or likely’ to 1 if we 
got into office. Communism was so near 
that a very drastic coercion bill had to he 
introduced. ‘The whole safety of the 
nation, it was said, hung upon the bill. 
We hung it up when we got in, and we 
have never had to use it, though I have 
to confess that Many times I was tempted 
to take dowa the rod that they kad put in 
pickle.”

BANKERS ASKED TO 


SUSPEND NEGOTIATIONS, 


We understand that the bankers con- 
cerned in the arrangements for the “sale 
of Boots Pure Drug Company from 
American to British interests have .been 
asked by the Treasury to suspend negotia- 
tions until the decision of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has been obtained. The 
position taken up by the Treasury is that | 
a new issue to cover the purchase would | 
contravene the Chancellor's request con- 
cerning new capital issues. 

The three financial houses concerned on 
the British side of the proposed transfer 
of the business have been in consultation 
with the Treasury during the negotiations 
with the American owners. The feature 
of the transaction to which official atten- 
tion is particularly directed is the inten- 
tion to cover the purchase price of the 
American holding by an issue of 5s. shares. 
Such an issue would cut across the terms 
of the remaining restrictions effected by 
the Chancellor ot the Exchequer upon new 
issues. 

When the conversion scheme was 
launched at the beginning of July Mr. 
Chamberlain declared his confidence 
"that anyone who may be contemplating 
the issue of new capital in the market in 
the early future will forbear from coming 
forward for a few weeks while this great 
operation is proceeding.”’ 

When the conversion was completed at 
the end of September the embargo was 
lifted, except for new issues falling within 
certain classes.

THE FINDING, 


The Justice said that he found as a 
fact that a Cumann na nGaedheal: meet- 
ing was held in Kilmallock .on 9th Octo- 
ber, and duly advertised; that no meet- 
ing of any other political party, as far 
as the evidence went, was advertised or 
fixed for that day; that before the 
Cumann na nGaedheal meeting a hostile 
procession of 300 men and boys paraded 
the principal streets of the town with 
banners having a reference to General 
Muleahy, who was the principal speaker 
at the meeting. He also found that the 
procession was hostile to the Cumann na 
nGaedheal meeting. 

He was satistied on the evidence that 
not one of the processionists had as much 
as a toy gun in his possession, The pro- 
cession.3ts, having marched as far as the 
Catholic church, returned, and at the 
corner of Orr street were met by Super- 
intendent Holland, two sergeants and ten 
Guards, who tried to hold up the 300 
men and boys, and it was a significant 
fact, and very creditable to the people 
who did it, that the Superintendent: got 
considerable assistance from the older 
members of the crowd of 300 in keeping 
back the young men who were behind. 
There were two hurling teams, who must 
have had 30 hurleys among them. 


THE SHOTS, 


As the case presented itself to him, the 
young members—he called them hot-headed 
boys—were pressing through the cordon 
of Guards. The situation looked dangerous 
at one time, when a few on the left got 
past. At that stage Comamndant Cronin 
—he supposed that he went to the assist- 
ance of the Guards—admitted that he 
fired two shots, which had the effect of 
quietening the situation as far as the 
Guards were concerned, and then the pro- 
cession, not one of whom was armed, was 
immediately checked. They turned back 
and went in another direction, some to 
Sheares street and others to Orr street. 
The result was that the meeting was then 
allowed to proceed for a while, until they 
attempted to come back again some time 
later. 


AN UNARMED CROWD. 


He thought it providential that none of 
this great crowd of men and boys had a 
single lethal weapon among them; for 
after the shots, if others were armed, 
there would have been bloodshed in Kil- 
mallock that day. 

He also found that it was only when 
the shots were discharged by Commandant 
Cronin that  stone-throwing began, and 
from that to the end of the day there was 
plenty of it. The meeting proceeded, and 
was held with considerable difficulty. 

Having referred to Mr. O’Sullivan’s 
arguments in the cases of Commandant 
Cronin and Brigadier Murphy, Mr.

PRICE LEVELS, 


‘In the course of references to banking 
pblicy, he said that there were two factors 
iú any country affecting the general price 
iqvel—-nameély, the money at the disposal of 
the public, and the activity with» which that 
money circulates. The important question 
was as to whether it was possible for the 
world as a whole to devise any sort of 
mibnetary system which would give reason- 
able stability to ‘internal prices in each 
country, and also give a reasonable amount 
of stability in the exchanges. 
jin the Free State they were saved a great 
many difficulties. . Their choice seemed com- 
paratively simple, as it seemed that they were 
in a position to obtain a type of currency 
system reasonably stable internally, and giv- 
ing a fair measure of stability to the ex- 
change, by retaining their present system. 
The greater part of the Free State trade was 
conducted with the sterling areas, and by 
remaining .linked to sterlmg the Free State 
succeeded in avoiding exchange problems al- 
most altogether, and seemed to be in a better 
position to obtain the benefits of internal and 
external, stabilisation at the same time than 
almost any other country to-day. 


THE GOLD STANDARD. 


In the discussion which followed, Mr. Col- 
bert, Chairman of the Agricultural Credits 
Corporation, said that at the present moment 
the function of money was lubricant, because 
the gold standard was not in operation, and 
the unfortunate*thing about the gold standard 
was that cit was not only a lubricant, but a 
fuel. ‘Up 4o)about 1847 the annual production 
oí gold neverjexceeded. three millions a year, 
and if that rate of production had continued 
up to the tithe’ gold ‘standard never 
would have’ been heard about. 

It was.not impossible that within “he next 
fifty years the world’s gold reserves, so far as 
they Knew them at present, would be ex- 
hausted,' and what was going to «be the 
world’s monetary standard then” They would 
have to decide whether they were going all 
out for national stability of prices—defining it 
in Dr, O’Brieh’s terms—or whether the world 
could yddvise. some monetary system which 
could .combine both national stability and 
the stability.of-the fereiga exchanges. 

Personally he thought that the system that 
gave them absolute stability of the foreign 
exchanges internationally, with a moderate 
amount of* stability. of the price level, was 
preferable»to, perfect stability of the internal 
price level and fluctuating foreign exchanges.

Vanilla Pods are Better. 


I admit it was a specially nice pudding, 
one of the school cook’s specialities, band 
delicately with vanilla.

| collision between the two cars in O'Connell 
street on the night of the 10th of December, 
1931, 

The plaintiff, in evidence, stated that the 
car had not since been repaired, and that he 
was employed as a bus-driver. The car had 
originally cost him £80, and it would cost 
#50 to have it restored. His average earn- 
ings were about £4 a week. The reason that 
he did not get the car repaired at once was 
that he had not the money to pay for it. 

Mr, Keery, who had a cross civil bill 
against Purfield for damages to his car, 
stated that he was driving his car across 
the street from the Metropole when he saw 
the taxi about 30 feet away. He stopped in 
order to allow the taxi to pass either before 
or behind him, for which there was ample 
room. The taxi struck witness’s car on the 
side, and damaged it. After the impact he 
asked Purfield why he was not careful, and 
his reply was that his car skidded, and that 
he could not stop. On the day after the acci- 
dent Purfield came into his office and said 
that £1 would cover the damage to his car. 
The repairs to his (witness’s) car cost £12 6s. 

Guard P. Maguire stated that between 3 
and 4 o'clock on the morning of December 
10th, 1931, he saw the taxi coming from the 
corner of Abbey street. There was room 
enough for it to pass behind Mr. Keery’s 
car. There was a dance at the Metropole, 
and there was a line of cars near it. 

The judge held that both the driver of the 
taxi car and Mr. Keery in the driving of his 
own car were guilty of negligence, and both 
actions were dismissed. 

Mr. J. H. McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. 
Little O Huadaigh and Proud) appeared for 
Mr. Keery. 

Mr. J. Devlin (instructed by Messrs. Joyce 
and Joyce} appeared for Purfield. 


ALLEGED SLANDER. 
Jacob Millar, Oakfield Park, sued Dr. 
Wigoder, Harrington street, to recover 


damages for alleged slander. 
The plaintiff’s case was that at a meeting 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians in August, 
1931, the defendant spoke these words of the 
plaintiff: “ You are coming up to the Jewish 
community to look for relief, and you 
actually robbed the house.” 

The defence was that the defendant did not 
speak the words complained of, and that, il 
he did, they were spoken on a privileged 
occasion and without malice. 

‘The plaintiff stated in evidence that he 
and his wife were living rent free He was 
asked whether the owner of the house had 
frequently complained to members of the 
Jewish community that no rent was being 
paid. He stated that, so far as he was aware, 
the agreement that he was to be allowed the 
use of the house was part of his marriage 
settlement. He denied that what was said 
was: ' Because you are a poor man you are 
not above the civil and moral law. You 
come to us (the Board of Guardians) and 
ask that we should do more than the law 
commands, and you don’t want to obey the 
law. If you like, the Board will interfere 
and settle with your landlord.’ 

Defendant, in evidence, stated that he did 
not use the words complained of or any 
words that would give such an idea to the 
plaintiff. His only desire was to see ,ustice 
done between plaintiff and the owner of the 
house.
